INTERESTING  ITEMS  ABOUT  FOUR  1896  ALUMNI 


With  the  following  biographical  notes  the 
four  members  who  attended  the  Homecoming 
representing  the  First  Class  of  1896  were 
introduced  during  the  program  June  1. 

MONSIGNOR  JOHN  COGAN 
This  grand  old  pastor  of  St.  Joseph’s 
Church,  Hamilton,  O.,  is  the  personification 
of  all  St.  Joe  traditions.  He  might  rightfully 
be  ranked  among  the  founders  of  the  College. 

He  was  a  few  years  older  than  his  fellow 
students  and  so  was  always  respectfully  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  “Mister  Cogan.”  He  was  placed 
in  charge  of  the  study  hall,  and  at  times  he 
helped  out  with  teaching  assignments. 

His  mature  mind  fitted  him  for  stu¬ 
dent  leadership.  That  leadership  meant 
a  great  deal  to  an  organization  still  in 
swaddling  clothes. 

He  helped  found  the  Columbian  Literary 
Society  in  1892,  and  was  elected  executive 
committeeman  at  the  first  meeting.  He  car¬ 
ried  leading  roles  in  the  first  two  plays 
presented  by  the  organization.  In  St. 
Sebastian  he  was  Maximian,  Emperor  of 
Rome;  in  Major  John  Andre  he  was  General 
George  Washington. 

It  was  largely  through  Mr.  Cogan’s  efforts 
that  a  postoffice  was  started  in  Collegeville. 
He  handled  most  of  the''  necessary  corres¬ 
pondence  with  government  officials. 

He  was  one  of  the  key  men  in  the  found¬ 
ing  of  the  Seifert  Light  Guards  and  held  the 
rank  of  Major  in  that  campus  military  or¬ 
ganization. 

He  was  valedictorian  for  his  class. 

The  day  after  graduation  he  helped  found 
the  alumni  association.  He  was  elected  presi¬ 
dent  of  that  organization  the  second  year  of 
its  existence. 


In  age,  Monsignor  Cogan  is  probably  the 
college’s  oldest  alumnus. 


REV.  NICHOLAS  H.  GREIWE,  C.PP.S. 

As  a  student,  an  instructor,  a  neighboring 
pastor,  and  an  interested  alumnus,  Nicholas 
H.  Greiwe  has  found  his  life  closely  joined 
with  that  of  St.  Joseph’s  for  55  years. 

He  entered  St.  Joseph’s  College  the  year 
it  was  founded,  1891.  Old  publications  show 
that  he  spent  the  next  few  years  winning 
debates,  serving  as  president  of  the  C.L.S., 
acting  in  plays,  and  writing  essays  about 
such  scholarly  subjects  as  Early  Anglo- 
Saxon  Poetry.  Young  Greiwe  developed  into 
such  an  essayist  that  he  was  selected  to 
read  the  class  essay  at  the  first  commence¬ 
ment. 

For  22  years  after  his  ordination  in  1902, 
Father  Greiwe  was  a  member  of  the  St. 
Joseph’s  College  faculty.  He  was  a  pastor 
in  Rensselaer  from  1930  until  1939.  He  is 
currently  pastor  of  St.  Mary’s,  Fort  Re¬ 
covery,  O. 


REV.  BART  F.  BESINGER,  C.PP.S. 

Variety  spiced  the  college  days  of  Bar¬ 
tholomew  F.  Besinger.  A  glance  through  old 
records  shows  that  he  presented  violin  solos, 
wrote  essays  for  the  Collegian,  trod  the 
boards  as  an  actor,  served  as  sepretary  of 
the  C.L.S.,  gave  public  recitations,  and — as 
a  baseball  player  and  track  man — was  prob¬ 
ably  the  best  athlete  in  his  class.  He  climax¬ 
ed  his  college  career  with  a  French  address 
at  commencement. 

Those  men  who  attended  St.  Joseph’s  from 
1902  until  1911  and  from  1914  until  1925, 
refer  to  Father  Bart  as  the  one-in-a-million 
prefect  of  discipline.  They  have  never  ceased 
to  marvel  at  the  way  he  could  make  a 


student  toe  the  mark  and  still  retain  the 
culprit’s  affection,  respect,  and  admiration. 

Father  Bart  has  done  parish  work  in  Ne¬ 
braska  City,  Neb.,  and  in  St.  Matthews,  Ky. 
He  is  currently  chaplain  at  St.  Joseph’s 
Home,  Kenosha,  Wise. 


REV.  CHRISTIAN  DANIEL,  C.PP.S. 

The  first  student  to  enroll  at  St.  Joseph’s 
was  Christian  Daniel.  That  was  in  the  Fall 
of  1891. 

As  a  layman,  young  Daniel  taught  at  the 
Indian  School  across  the  highway,  while  the 
administration  building  of  St.  Joseph’s  was 
under  construction. 

The  name  Daniel  appears  beneath  many 
editorials  and  book  reviews  in  the  yellowed 
pages  of  early  Collegians. 

The  program  of  the  first  commencement 
shows  that  Christian  Daniel  gave  a  Greek 
Address. 

The  day  after  commencement  he  was  elect¬ 
ed  first  vice-president  of  the  Alumni  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Since  leaving  St.  Joseph’s,  Father  Daniel 
has  ben  stationed  at  Rensselaer,  Ind.,  and 
Sedalia,  Mo.  He  is  at  present  pastor  of  St.

Here  It  Is— The  Revised  Constitution 


ARTICLE  I— NAME  AND  OBJECTS 
Section  1.  Name.  The  name  of  this  organi¬ 
zation  is  the  Alumni  Association  of  St. 
Joseph’s  College. 

Section  2.  Objects.  The  objects  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  are  to  promote  the  interests  of  St. 
Joseph  s  College  and  to  establish  mutually 
beneficial  relations  between  the  college  and 
its  alumni. 

ARTICLE  II— MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1.  Eligibility  for  Membership.  Any 
former  student  of  St.  Joseph’s  College  or 
High  School  is  eligible  for  membership  if  he 
was  in  good  standing  when  he  left  the  in¬ 
stitution. 

Section  2.  Active  Membership.  Active  mem¬ 
bership  is  held  by  those  who  are  eligible  for 
membership.  Such  membership  continues  un¬ 
less  an  individual:  (a)  signifies  his  intention 
in  writing  of  withdrawing  from  the  associa¬ 
tion;  (b)  fails  to  notify  the  corresponding 
secretary  of  his  whereabouts  for  a  period 
of  five  consecutive  years. 

Section  3.  Honorary  Membership.  Honorary 
members  may  be  nominated  by  the  officers 
of  the  society,  by  any  member,  or  by  the 
faculty  of  the  college.  The  officers  of  the 
society  and  the  faculty  conjointly  vote  on 
the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  such  nominees. 
ARTICLE  III— FEES 

Once  annually,  at  the  beginning  of  the  aca¬ 
demic  year,  a  request  will  be  made  by  the 
secretary  for  a  contribution  to  the  Alumni 
Sustaining  Fund. 

ARTICLE  IV— PRIVILEGES  OF  MEMBERS 
Section  1.  Members  are  invited  to  all  gen¬ 
eral  meetings  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
association.  When  present  at  these  meetings 
they  have  the  right  to  vote.  They  are  also 
eligible  to  hold  office  and  may  be  elected 
to  office  in  their  absence. 

Section  2.  Members  receive  the  monthly 
alumni  paper,  Contact. 

Section  3.  Once  each  year,  on  the  day  of 
the  annual  meeting,  a.  High  Mass  is  offered 
for  the  living  and  deceased  members. 
ARTICLE  V— MANAGEMENT  —  DUTIES 
OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Board  of  Directors.  The  manage¬ 
ment  of  this  association  is  vested  in  a  board 
of  directors  comprising  the  president,  two 
vice-presidents,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  six 
advisors.  The  actions  of  this  board  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  review  by  the  members  at  the  meet¬ 
ing. 

Section  2.  Executive  Committee.  During 
the  intervals  between  meetings,  an  executive 
committee  is  empowered  to  transact  business 
for  the  association.  This  committee  comprises 
the  president,  the  vice-presidents,  the  secre¬ 
tary,  and  the  treasurer.  Its  actions  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  review  by  the  board  of  directors,  to 
which  the  secretary  makes  a  written  report 
within  '  one  week  after  each  such  meeting. 


Section  3.  President.  The  president  acts  as 
chairman  at  all  meetings  of  the  association, 
of  the  board  of  directors,  and  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  committee.  He  appoints  all  committees 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Section  4.  Vice-Presidents.  The  vice-presi¬ 
dents,  in  the  order  of  their  seniority  of  elec¬ 
tion,  act  in  the  place  of  the  president  in  his 
absence  or  inability. 

Section  5.  Secretary.  The  secretary  takes 
care  of  all  correspondence  and  communica¬ 
tions.  He  acts  as  secretary  of  the  meetings 
of  the  executive  committee,  the  board  of  di¬ 
rectors,  and  the  association.  He  has  custody 
of  the  list  of  members. 

Section  6.  Treasurer.  The  treasurer,  under 
the  direction  of  the  executive  committee,  the 
board  of  directors,  and/or  the  association, 
collects  and  disburses  all  funds  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation.  He  has  custody  of  all  properties  of 
the  association  except  as  herein  specifically 
allocated  to  some  other  custodian. 

Section  7.  Directors.  The  duties  of  the 
board  of  directors  are  assigned  to  them  from 
time  to  time  by  the  president. 

ARTICLE  VI— ELECTIONS 
Section  1.  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 
The  president  and  the  two  vice-presidents  are 
elected  by  the  members  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing.  Their  term  of  office  is  for  one  year. 
They  take  office  immediately  after  they  are 
elected. 

Section  2.  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The 
secretary,  who  is  the  corresponding  secretary 
of  the  alumni  association,  is  appointed  by 
the  president  of  St.  Joseph’s  College.  The 
treasurer,  who  is  assistant  to  the  treasurer 
of  St.  Joseph’s  College,  is  also  appointed  by 
the  college  president. 

Section  3.  Directors.  The  six  directors  are 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in  groups  of 
two  for  thi'ee-year  terms. 

Section  4.  Nominations.  The  nominating 
committee  nominates  candidates  for  each  of¬ 
fice  to  be  filled  at  the  annual  meeting.  The 
secretary  sends  the  nominations  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  not  later  than  the  second  nor  earlier 
than  the  third  month  before  such  meeting. 
Other  nominations  may  be  made  by  the 
local  chapters  or  by  individual  members. 
Such  nominations  if  received  in  writing  not 
less  than  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  are 
valid  nominations  and  are  published  along 
with  and  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  the 
nominating  committee.  No  further  nomina¬ 
tions  are  made. 

Section  5.  Elections.  At  the  annual  meeting 
if  but  one  candidate  is  named  for  an  office, 
election  is  by  voice  vote.  If  more  than  one 
nomination  is  made,  the  secretary  prepares 
printed  ballots  for  use  at  the  election.  The 
one  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
on  the  first  ballot  is  elected.  In  case  of  an 


emergency,  the  executive  committee  provides 
a  method  for  the  annual  elections. 

ARTICLE  VII— COMMITTEES 
Section  1.  Nominating  Committee.  A  nom¬ 
inating  committee  is  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting.  Two  members  are  elected  each  year 
for  three-year  terms.  Each  local  chapter  sub¬ 
mits  one  name  for  membership  on  this  com¬ 
mittee;  individual  members  living  in  terri¬ 
tories  removed  from  local  chapters  may  sub¬ 
mit  names  for  membership.  Election  is  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  same  manner  as  for  election 
of  officers.  A  member  of  this  committee  is 
not  eligible  immediately  to  succeed  himself. 

Section  2.  Other  Committees.  All  commit¬ 
tees  except  those  specifically  herein  other¬ 
wise  provided  for  are  appointed  by  the  presi¬ 
dent. 

ARTICLE  VIII— MEETINGS 
Section  1.  Annual  Meeting.  The  association 
meets  once  annually.  The  calls  for  this  meet¬ 
ing  are  mailed  to  each  member  at  least 
within  the  third,  the  second,  and  the  last 
month  respectively  prior  to  the  meeting.  At 
the  meeting,  the  board  of  directors  reports 
to  the  members  on  its  activities  since  the 
previous  annual  meeting;  the  secretary  con¬ 
ducts  the  election  of  officers;  such  other 
business  is  transacted  as  has  been  published 
in  the  call  for  the  meeting;  and  new  busi¬ 
ness  that  is  pertinent  is  introduced.  Action 
may  or  may  not  be  taken  on  the  latter. 

Section  2.  Board  Meetings.  A  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  board  of  directors  is  held  within 
two  weeks  after  the  beginning  of  the  second 
semester. 

Section  3.  Executive  Committee  Meetings. 
A  regular  meeting  of  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  is  held  during  the  month  of  October. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  any  two  members  of  this  committee. 

Section  4.  Quorum.  At  any  meeting  of  the 
association  regularly  and  properly  called 
those  present  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX— PROCEDURE 
Section  1.  Fiscal  Year.  The  fiscal  year 
ends  with  the  academic  year  of  the  college. 

Section  2.  By  Laws.  To  meet  temporary 
conditions  as  they  arise,  by-laws  may  be 
adopted  at  any  regularly  called  meeting  of 
the  association. 

Section  3.  Amendments.  This  constitution 
and  its  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  ma¬ 
jority  vote  of  the  vmembers  present  at  any 
regularly  called  meeting  of  the  association, 
provided  that  the  substance  of  the  proposed 
amendment  has  been  submitted  with  one  of 
the  notices  for  the  meeting.  This  constitution 
MUST  be  revised  five  years  after  its  adop¬ 
tion. 

Section  4.  Procedure.  Robert’s  Rules  of 
Order  govern.

Local  authorities,  who  have  al- 


ver  the  campus  this  summer  even 
officially  closed  the  school  year 
ready  started  a  freshman  waiting 
list,  believe  that  they  will  be  able 
to  accommodate  about  616  stu¬ 
dents.  Highest  previous  em’oll- 
ment  at  St.  Joseph’s  was  471  in 
September,  1941. 

Summer  school  being  held 
mainly  for  G.I.  students  who 
enrolled  in  February,  will 
open  June  24  and  close  Aug¬ 


ust  17. 

Two  retreats  for  clergymen,  to 
be  attended  by  251  priests  of 
northern  Indiana,  will  be  held  in 
mid-June.

Three  other  retreats  are  sched¬ 
uled:  June  7  to  16,  Christian 
Brothers  of  St.  Leo  High  School, 
Chicago;  June  28  to  30,  laymen; 
August  19  to  23,  priests  of  the 
Society  of  the  Precious  Blood. 

Also  on  the  summer  schedule 
are  a  Knights  of  Columbus  initia¬ 
tion,  June  16,  and  a  Rural  life 
conference,  August  27  to  29.
